ANA  sale  $165;  a Cogan  5/1871  Plated  sale  $330  and  Cogans  Cohen  Plated  auction  sale 
$550;  33  Lyn  Knight  sales  $304;  ANS  8 volume  Library  Set  $1111;  Birdsall’s  Dahlonega 
Gold  book  $134;  Dye’s  Coin  Encyclopedia  $185;  Haxby’s  4 volumes  $497;  Hoffmeister 
Hessischen  Munzen  4 volumes  $266;  2 of  Kraays  Greek  Coin  books  sold  for  $440  & $424; 
Moyaux’s  Les  Chemins  $605;  Prather’s  US  Bank  Notes  & Their  Seals  $143;  Porrua’s  Casa 
de  Moneda  de  Mexico  $162;  Tatham  Stamps  & Coin  1951  Fractional  Check  List  $55; 

Vesely  Coin  Designers  &.  Engravers  $165.

What  an  honor  it  is  to  write  about  the  "Great  One," 
Robert  L.  Hendershott.  We  hope  that  our  tribute  to 
this  dedicated  and  hard  working  numismatic  ambas- 
sador gives  you  insight  into  his  life  and  times. 

Bob  was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri  on  August  7,  1898 
and  was  the  proud  son  of  Charlie  D.  and  Cordelia 
Bartlett  Hendershott.  His  father  was  a street  car 
conductor  and  later  owned  a printing  company. 
When  the  company  went  defunct,  he  went  to  work 
for  another  printer.  He  was  the  oldest  of  seven 
brothers.  As  a small  child,  he  visited  the  1904  St. 
Louis  Worlds  Fair  with  his  father.  In  his  magnum  opus 
365  page,  1994  book  on  the  "1904  St.  Louis  World's 
Fair,  Mementos  and  Memorabilia,"  Boh  reminisced 
about  this  early  visit  to  the  Fair.  "Now  imagine  if  you 
will,  a small  boy  tightly  clutching  his  father's  hand 
as  he  gazes  in  awe  at  the  astonishing  sights  before 
him.  There. .see  that  Farris  Wheel. .so  high  that  it 
seems  to  touch  the  clouds. .and  over  there. .Look!  a 
cow  made  out  of  butter!  Huge  steam  engines,  huge 
boats,  thousands  of  lights,  people  of  every  size,  shape 
and  description. .speaking  strange  and  unusual 
languages. .and  even  people  wearing  hardly  any 
clothes!!"  To  remember  with  such  detail,  this  early 
Fair  visit  is  nothing  new  to  Bob.  Ii  you  have  the  time 
to  listen,  he  will  reminisce  about  his  life  and  collect- 
ing interests.  A year  or  so  ago  we  were  lucky  enough 
to  get  some  insights  from  him  on  his  life,  times  and 
collecting  interests. 

As  a young  man  Bob  grew  up  and  attended  schools  in 
Missouri.  He  became  interested  in  collecting  at  about 
12  years  of  age.  At  the  age  of  13,  he  told  his  father 
that  he  wanted  to  support  himself  and  paid  for  ev- 
erything except  room  and  board.  Bob's  grandfather 
Robert  Morrison  Hendershott  was  a drummer  boy  in 
the  Civil  War  and  also  Postmaster  of  Middleton, 
Missouri.  He  was  a small  time  collector  who  saved 
some  of  the  odd  denomination  and  different  types  of 
coins  that  came  in  across  the  counter.  He  kept  them 
in  a small  cigar  box  under  the  counter.  During  a visit 
from  his  grandson,  he  let  him  look  at  some  the  coins 
he  had  saved.  Bob  was  very  intrigued  by  the  many 
different  varieties  of  coins.  His  grandfather  said  he 
could  take  them  home,  but  he  had  to  study  them. 
After  he  studied  the  coins  his  grandfather  said 
he  could  keep  them.  Bob  told  us  that  all  the  coins  he 
received  from  his  grandfather  fascinated  him  but 
he  was  most  interested  in  the  old  cents  that  he 
received.  Like  many  youngsters,  Bob  also  had  a pa- 
per route  which  helped  to  supplement  his  collecting 


interests.  From  this  first  start,  he  became  a lifelong 
collector  of  many  different  numismatic  and  odd  and 
curious  collectibles. 

Later  on  he  attended  Washington  University  and  the  Gem 
City  Business  College  in  Quincy,  Illinois  where  he 
studied  banking.  Bob  wasn't  eligible  for  service  in 
World  War  One  because  of  height  and  weight 
requirements  so  he  enrolled  in  the  Officers  Training 
Corps.  As  the  War  ended,  he  still  was  there.  In  1922, 
Bob  married  his  first  wife  Marguerite  Hamilton  who 
was  from  the  McComb,  Illinois  area.  Her  folks  had  a 
home  in  Florida  so  they  went  down  there  on  occa- 
sion. In  1926,  the  Hendershott's  moved  to  Florida. 
He  became  involved  as  a real  estate  salesman  and 
was  able  to  make  a nice  steady  income.  Land  in 
Florida  was  cheap  back  then,  and  Bob  did  very  well 
as  a salesman.  It  wasn't  long  though  before  he  left 
real  estate  and  got  a job  at  the  Exchange  National 
Bank  of  Tampa.  Bob  said  that  in  1933  and  1935  he 
was  making  $300  a month.  A great  salary  during  these 
late  depression  years.  He  also  said  that  coins  were 
cheap  after  the  Banking  Holidays  in  the  1 930's.  He 
was  buying  commemorative  sets  25  at  a time  in  1937 
and  '37  at  a very  cheap  price.  Besides  Florida,  he  also 
worked  at  banks  in  Vandalia  and  McComb,  Illinois. 
Around  this  time,  he  helped  organize  the  Tampa  Coin 
Club  of  which  he  served  as  President.  Bob  said  that 
he  first  exhibited  coins  at  a Tampa  State  Fair  in  the 
late  20's  or  early  30's.  He  placed  a heavy  glass  on  top 
of  them,  and  they  stayed  there  for  10  days.  Bob  also 
was  instrumental  in  forming  the  Florida-Georgia 
Numismatic  Society.  After  a good  start  though,  the 
organization  relocated  to  Georgia  but  eventually 
folded  because  of  lack  of  leadership. 

At  a convention  a few  years  ago,  we  noticed  that  Bob  had 
an  auction  sale  catalogue  dated  Saturday,  May  9, 
1936.  It  was  catalogued  and  to  be  sold  by  R.L. 
Hendershot  (only  one  "T"),  Tampa,  Florida.  We  said 
Bob,  that  is  great,  you  actually  had  an  auction  back 
in  the  days  when  the  hobby  didn't  have  a lot  of 
collectors.  We  asked  him  if  he  brought  the  catalogue 
to  the  show  with  him  or  bought  it  here.  He  said  that 
Remy  Bourne  had  a few  and  he  purchased  one. 
Needless  to  say,  we  went  immediately  to  Remy's  table 
and  bought  one  of  the  catalogues.  We  think  Remy 
had  three.  Later  on,  we  asked  Bob  about  the  sale.  He 
said  that  he  sent  the  catalogue  to  the  ANA  mailing 
list  and  also  to  persons  he  thought  would  buy  coins. 
He  also  said  that  the  bank  management  didn't  like 
him  taking  the  time  off  for  coin  cataloguing.  He 


finished  by  saying  that  everything  in  the  auction  sold, 
and  he  made  $3,000.  The  sale  catalogue  has  32  pages 
and  contained  763  lots.  The  sale  had  a very  diversi- 
fied selection  of  numismatic  items  but  mainly 
centered  on  rare  US  Coins.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  terms  governing  the  sale  said  that,  "a  charge 
of  5%  will  be  made  to  cover  packing  and  mailing  of 
lots  actually  purchased."  This  tells  you  that  indeed 
coins  were  very  reasonable  and  that  5%  didn't  add 
that  much  to  a purchaser's  bill.  Consider  today  what 
a 5%  postage  addition  would  he  to  your  hill  from  any 
auction.  Bob's  prices  realized  is  tun  to  look  through, 
and  his  catalogue  is  probably  very  scarce.  Bob  also 
had  one  more  auction  sale,  but  we  don't  have  any 
information  on  that  one. 

Bob  once  again  became  involved  in  real  estate  and  even 
purchased  three  hotels.  One  of  his  hotel  purchases 
was  in  Florida  around  1940.  He  purchased  it  for  about 
20%  of  what  it  was  worth.  At  the  time,  only  one  room 
was  occupied.  Bob  was  able  to  purchase  it  because  he 
had  good  credit  and  references.  Being  close  to  to  an 
Air  Force  Base,  Bob  turned  it  into  a Military  Hotel. 
Needless  to  say,  it  filled  up  quickly.  Bob  spent  eight 
years  as  President  of  the  Tampa  Hotel  Association 
and  was  involved  with  both  the  Florida  and  national 
hotel  association.  He  also  formed  a private  conven- 
tion bureau  and  it  wasn't  long  afterward  that  he  was 
running  it.  Later  on  during  World  War  Two,  he  served 
in  the  Coast  Guard  Reserve  and  was  honorably 
discharged  as  a Lieutenant. 

Some  of  his  fondest  and  present  memories  though  center 
around  the  Florida  United  Numismatic  organization. 
Belonging  to  some  clubs  in  the  Tampa  Bay  area,  a 
gun  and  coin  collector  remarked  to  him  that  this  was 
a good  place  to  have  a coin  convention.  Bob  thought 
it  was  time  to  organize  a state  coin  group.  After  a 
first  organizational  meeting  in  late  November  and 
early  December  1955  in  Clearwater,  Florida,  the 
Florida  United  Numismatist  came  to  fruition. 
The  coin  show  would  be  held  the  first  weekend  after 
January,  1st.  Boh  was  named  the  first  President  of  the 
organization.  He  has  also  served  on  the  Board  and  in 
many  other  capacities  since  its  formation.  He  is  FUN 
Life  Member  #1.  It  wouldn't  be  a FUN  Convention 
if  Bob,  who  is  always  in  his  orange  jacket,  wasn't 
there  to  greet  and  talk  to  you.  Bob  wears  his  jacket 
proudly  not  only  there,  but  at  virtually  all  the  con- 
ventions that  he  attends.  FUN  Holds  one  of  the 
largest  annual  coin  conventions  in  the  world  every 
January.  At  the  1998  FUN  Convention,  Bob  was 


honored  early  for  his  upcoming  100th  Birthday  Party. 
FUN  went  all  out  for  this  birthday  party  and  had  light 
food,  refreshments  and  a large  birthday  cake.  Many 
of  his  friends  went  to  the  podium  and  heaped  tons  of 
praise  on  Bob  and  best  wishes  for  many,  many  more 
years  of  health  and  happiness.  A photo  of  Bob  at  the 
100th  birthday  cake  can  be  found  in  this  catalogue. 

Bob  joined  the  ANA  in  1931  and  attended  his  first 
national  convention  in  1945.  From  then  to  now,  Boh 
is  pretty  much  a regular  at  the  annual  ANA  event. 
Bob  says  he  looks  forward  to  receiving  his  75  year 
pin  in  2006.  We  cannot  remember  anyone  ever 
receiving  a 75  year  ANA  membership  pin.  When  he 
attends  the  2004  St.  Louis  World's  Fair  Centennial, 
it  won't  be  long  until  Bob  receives  his  75  year  ANA 
member  pin.  The  ANA  will  be  celebrating 
Bob  Hendershott's  100th  birthday  at  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  Convention  in  Portland, 
Oregon  this  August  5-9,  1998.  Bob  has  been  named 
by  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors  as  the  ANA 
Numismatist  of  the  Year  and  will  be  honored  at  the 
ANA  Membership  Reception  Celebrating  Bob 
Hendershott's  100th  Birthday.  All  members,  their 
spouses,  children,  and  friends  of  Bob  Hendershott  are 
invited  to  this  Friday,  August  7, 1998,  2:00  PM.  event 
being  held  in  conjunction  with  the  show. 

His  being  named  Numismatist  of  the  Year  is  very  well 
deserved.  His  dedication  and  hard  work  for  many 
numismatic  organizations  would  fill  a book.  At  the 
August  8-12,  1967  ANA  convention  at  the  Ameri- 
cana Hotel  in  Miami  Beach,  Florida,  Bob  was  named 
Assistant  General  Chairman.  He  served  as  Exhibit 
Chairman  for  the  August  15-19,  1972  New  Orleans, 
Louisiana  ANA  Convention.  At  the  Bal  harbour, 
Florida  ANA  in  1974,  Bob  served  as  the  General 
Chairman  of  the  show.  For  his  service  as  General 
Chairman  Bob  received  the  Goodfellow  Medal  and 
Plaque.  This  ANA  award  is  only  given  to  ANA 
General  Chairman.  The  1974  convention  was  said 
to  be  the  best  ANA  Convention  in  many  years.  ANA 
President,  Virginia  Culver  said  that  the  convention 
was  responsible  for  bringing  in  about  600  applica- 
tions for  membership.  She  also  commented  about  the 
great  local  and  national  advertising,  that  included 
Newsweek.  Later  on  Bob  joined  the  ANA  Repre- 
sentatives program  as  a District  Representative. 
He  received  the  ANA  Medal  of  Merit  in  1986  for 
service  to  the  ANA  and  the  hobby.  In  1993  the  ANA 
bestowed  on  him  their  highest  honor,  the  Ferran 
Zerbe  Memorial  Award.  He  received  the  coveted 
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Krause  Publications  Numismatic  Ambassador  Award 
in  1978.  This  high  award  is  given  to  individuals  who 
selflessly  give  ot  their  time  and  talents  to  the  mimis- 
matic  hobby  expecting  nothing  in  return. 

After  a long  illness,  Bob's  wife  Marguerite  passed  away. 
They  had  one  child  Jeanne  who  resides  in  Clearwater, 
Florida.  Bob  has  three  grandchildren  and  two  great 
grandchildren.  Bob  met  marjorie  Owen  Hendershott 
who  was  Secretary-Treasure  of  the  Central  States 
Numismatic  Society,  and  they  were  married  in  1984- 
They  presently  reside  in  Jefferson  City,  Missouri.  They 
are  considered  by  many  to  be  the  dynamic  duo  of 
numismatics.  We  consider  them  the  numismatic 
family  of  the  century.  Both  of  these  numismatic 
ambassadors  have  contributed  greatly  to  our  hobby. 
In  1989  Bob  ran  for  the  ANA  Board.  As  we  sit  here 
looking  at  his  flyer  that  he  passed  out  at  conventions, 
it  is  very  unfortunate  that  he  didn't  make  the  Board. 
Quoting  the  flyer,  "ANA's  best  candidate  in  the  90's. 
A numismatic  gentleman.  The  ageless  experience  of 
more  than  50  years  of  membership.  Mr.  FUN.  A 
tireless  champion  for  numismatics,  dedicated  to  best 
serve  the  individual  ANA  member  through  common 
sense  and  negotiation.  Honored,  respected  &.  appre- 
ciated by  those  who  know  him.  Put  Bob  Hendershott 
to  work  for  all  of  our  sakes!"  Anyone  who  reads  this 
would  agree  with  all  these  comments.  At  age  91,  Bob 
would  have  made  a great  Governor.  Bob  is  tireless  at 
conventions.  As  you  enter  the  bourse  early,  he  is  there 
talking  and  when  you  leave  at  night  he  is  still  there 
talking  or  looking  at  coins.  He  can  be  seen  in  the 
lobby  of  the  hotel  still  talking  when  many  half  his 
age  are  going  to  bed.  At  the  age  of  99  Bob  has  a 
terrific  memory.  Sometimes  we  think  that  intertwined 
in  Bob's  brain  is  a sponge  that  soaks  up  and 
remembers  everything  it  hears,  reads  or  see's.  He  is 
soft  spoken  and  is  as  good  a communicator  as  anyone 
who  has  lived  in  this  or  any  country.  We  have  never 
heard  him  say  anything  bad  about  anyone  or 
anything.  He  is  truly  a remarkable  person  that  is  as 
charismatic  and  personable  as  anyone  we  know. 

Bob  is  truly  a gifted  individual  who  shares  his  enthusiasm 
for  the  hobby  and  life  with  anyone  who  will  listen. 
He  as  an  author,  collector,  researcher,  speaker, 
exhibitor,  convention  worker  and  dedicated  club 
officer.  Bob  has  probably  given  more  numismatic  talks 
to  clubs  then  anyone  in  existence.  Bob  attended  the 
1997  and  most  recently  the  1998  American  Associa- 
tion of  Retired  People  (AARP)  which  was  held  in 


Minneapolis,  Minnesota.  He  represented  the  ANA 
along  with  past  presidents  Ken  Bressett  and  Ken 
Hallenbeck.  Recently  Bob  told  us  about  the  recent 
convention.  He  said  it  was  a terrific  convention  that 
was  well  attended.  Bob  talked  with  hundreds  of  people 
and  passed  out  literature.  He  also  said  that  Willard 
Scott  (NBC  morning  Today  Show)  stopped  by  the 
table.  Bob  said  that  he  so  intrigued  Willard  that  he 
was  invited  to  a private  party  in  his  suite  later.  As  we 
previously  said,  when  you  meet  Bob  you  just  want  to 
become  his  friend. 

Bob  also  belongs  to  several  other  clubs  including  the 
International  Primitive  Money  Society  and  or  Odd 
and  Curious  Money  Club.  That  club  honored  Bob 
by  naming  the  Odd  &.  Curious  Money  Exhibit  Award 
in  his  name  several  years  ago.  Loved  by  everyone  who 
knows  him,  he  doesn't  have  an  enemy  in  the  world. 
As  a matter  of  fact  Bob  said  that  he  travelled  to  all 
the  states  in  the  union  and  has  been  in  many 
different  countries.  He  is  the  numismatic  Will  Rogers, 
who  never  met  a man  he  didn't  like.  In  1992,  we  put 
together  a slide  show  on  the  101st  ANA  in  Orlando, 
Florida,  which  was  hosted  by  FUN.  Bob  was 
Honorary  General  Chairman  for  the  event.  We  called 
that  show  a FUNtastic  convention.  Bob  may  your 
100th  birthday  on  August  7,  1998  be  a FUNtastic 
event.  We  are  fortunate  to  know  him  and  Majorie, 
who  incidentally  received  the  KP  Ambassador  Award 
in  1981.  We  wish  them  both  many,  many  years  of 
FUNtastic  health,  happiness  and  prosperity.

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Robert  L.  Hendershott  may  be  the  longest-committed 
collector  of  Numismatics  living  today.  He  began 
collecting  nearly  90  years  ago  when  he  became  aware  of 
the  different  coins  through  his  paternal  grandfather, 
Robert  Morrison  Hendershott  who  was  the  postmaster 
of  Middleton,  MO.  He  collected  varieties  of  coins  that 
he  found  through  circulation  as  they  were  tendered  at 
the  post  office.  He  showed  his  collection  to  his  grandson, 
Robert  Hendershott  when  he  was  a youngster  visiting 
and  the  love  affair  with  numismatics  was  born. 

Robert  Hendershott  collected  virtually  all  the  various 
varieties.  He  collected  coins,  tokens,  medals,  paper 
money  and  numismatic  literature.  In  the  early  days 
many  of  the  varieties  could  still  be  found  in  circulation 
and  often  that  is  where  he  found  them. 

Another  event  played  an  important  role  in  the 
numismatic  life  of  Robert  Hendershott.  He  attended  the 
1904  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  and  World's  Fair 
with  his  father,  in  St.  Louis,  when  he  was  only  six  years 
old.  This  was  an  important  event  which  was  marked  by 
the  striking 

of  a commemorative  gold  coin  by  Act  of  Congress. 

Years  later  his  memories  led  him  to  create  a volume  of 
the  St.  Louis  Fair  Memorabilia.  It  contains  more  then 
3,000  different  items.  Some  of  these  I saw  upon  a visit 
to  his  present  home  this  past  Spring. 

Hendershott  was  bom  August  7,  1898  and  has  not 
only  been  collecting  but  promoting  and  involved  in 
Numismatics  for  most  of  those  years.  He  formally  joined 
the  American  Numismatic  Association  in  1931  and  has 
been  an  active  member  ever  since.  He  is  Life  Member 
number  960.  He  has  already  received  his  50  year  mem- 
bership award  and  is  planning  on  accepting  one  for  75 
years. 

He  has  served  as  exhibits  chairman,  assistant  chairman, 
general  chairman  of  FUN  & ANA.  In  1986  he  served  as 
a district  representative  of  ANA  and  received  the  Medal 
of  Merit  for  his  accomplishments.  He  is  also  a recipient 
of  the  Krause  Publication  Numismatic  Ambassador 
Award  in  1993  and  is  a Farran  Zerbe  Award  winner 
which  is  the  highest  honor  awarded  by  the  ANA. 

His  work  with  the  ANA  and  his  interest  in  coins 
lead  him  to  organize  the  Florida  United  Numismatic 
Organization  in  1955.  Hendershott  holds  FUN  life 


membership  number  2 and  was  made  honorary  general 
chairman  of  its  annual  convention  after  serving  as 
general  chairman  almost  every  year  until  1990.  As 
a founding  member  of  FUN  in  1955,  he  was  and 
remains  today  a driving  force  behind  the  organization 
and  can  be  seen  around  the  show  wearing  his  trademark 
orange  jacket. 

This  past  year  in  January  at  the  FUN  Convention 
they  celebrated  in  his  100th  birthday  a few  months  early 
and  he  was  there  to  join  in  the  fun  and  cut  the  cake. 
There  will  be  an  additional  recognition  and  a celebration 
this  August  in  Portland,  Oregon  during  the  annual 
ANA  Convention. 

Born  in  St.  Louis,  MO,  Hendershott  grew  up  in  Missouri. 
He  later  attended  a business  college  and  went  into 
banking.  He  was  married  in  Illinois  to  Marguerite 
Hamilton  whose  family  owned  property  on  Florida.  He 
spent  many  years  in  the  Florida  area  in  banking,  real 
estate  and  most  of  the  time  owner-management  of 
hotels,  of  course  with  his  numismatic  connections. 

After  his  first  wive's  death,  he  married  Majorie  Owen, 
than  secretary-treasure  of  the  Central  States  Numismatic 
Society.  Both  Bob  & Marjorie  Hendershott  are  as  active 
as  ever  in  the  Numismatic  World  and  together  they 
bring  80  years  of  service  to  various  organizations. 

Today  he  lives  in  Jefferson  City,  MO,  not  all  that  far 
from  his  beginnings  a century  ago.  He  is  still  active  in 
numismatics,  real  estate  and  the  AARP  organization. 
Upon  a recent  visit  to  his  home  in  Missouri,  during 
our  conversation  he  divulged  that  the  vehicle  he  used 
for  his  first  date  was  "A  Horse  and  Buggy." 

He  has  lived  through  the  Pioneer  Days,  The  Great 
Recession,  The  World  Wars,  Most  of  our  modern  Inven- 
tions and  the  Industrial  Revolution  to  the  Information 
Age.  If  you  think  about  the  change  in  that  time,  this 
man  has  lived  all  of  it. 

1 met  with  him  again  just  a couple  of  weeks  ago 
while  he  was  attending  the  AARP  Convention  here  in 
Minneapolis.  He  took  several  days  for  him  to  work  me 
into  his  busy  schedule  just  for  a quick  lunch.  His  energy 
and  enthusiasm  for  all  his  various  interests  is  simply 
astounding.  A salute  to  not  just  the  man  of  the  year  but 
the  man  of  the  century. 


Earlier  this  Spring  during  a conversation  with  Mr.  Robert 
Hendershott,  the  featured  consignor  in  this  catalogue, 
his  wife  asked  a very  memorable  question.  "What  was 
the  first  vehicle  that  he  drove  on  a date."  Pondering 
for  a few  minutes  and  suggesting  some  early  make 
cars,  he  replied,  "a  horse  and  buggy." 

The  beginning  of  this  century  was  indeed  a horse  and  buggy 
era.  Over  the  past  100  years  we  have  advanced  into 
the  communication  age.  With  all  the  new  electronic 
ways  of  doing  everything,  it  will  be  interesting  to  see 
how  much  numismatic  literature  will  be  digitized,  and 
what  will  remain  in  the  printed  form.  An  even  more 
far  reaching  question  is,  how  will  the  digitalized  ma- 
terial be  preserved  into  the  future  for  collectors 
like  yourselt?  In  another  100  years,  will  the  material 
produced  beginning  in  the  1990's  be  available  to 
collect  like  you  are  collecting  today? 

In  the  meantime,  enjoy  all  of  this  material  that  you  can.  It 
is  a meaningful  history  of  the  numismatics  of  our  past, 
there  history  and  the  history  of  the  people  closely 
involved  with  them.  The  value  of  this  literature  to 
each  of  you  is  different  and  special  depending  on  your 
individual  collecting  and  interests,  but  separately  or 
collectively  each  book  or  catalogue  has  its  own 
special  story  to  tell.

“S.K.  Harzfeld  entered  into  the  auction  business  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  city  as  the  youthful  Chapman  brothers. 
However,  here  the  similarity  ends.  Ill  health  and  a lack  of 
commercial  flair  conspired  to  make  Harzfeld’s  professional 
career  a brief  one:  his  total  output  of  sixteen  catalogs  embraces 
a period  barely  more  than  three  years  in  length. 

These  sixteen  sales  are  quite  variable  as  to  both  quality 
and  content.  Born  in  Germany  and  most  probably  trained 
in  that  country,  Harzfeld’s  descriptions  of  European  as 
well  as  ancient  pieces  are  authoritative.  His  knowledge  of 
United  States  numismatics  was  markedly  less  expert,  lead- 
ing him  into  the  erroneous  discovery  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Half  Penny  (see  catalog  of  3/13/78)  and  a general 
tendency  to  overestimate  rarity  (but  not  condition). 

The  man’s  most  endearing  characteristic  was  his  courage 
displayed  in  a public  assault  on  corrupt  practices  at  the 
U.S.  Mint.  Truly  David  against  Goliath,  Harzfeld  attracted 
the  wrath  of  a significant  portion  of  the  Philadelphia 
establishment.  Ironically,  he  did  not  live  long  enough  to 
savor  the  ultimate  vindication  represented  by  such  fabri- 
cations as  the  1884  and  1885  Trade  Dollars.  His  catalog 
of  December  7,  1878  contains  the  opening  salvo  in  the 
battle;  his  catalog  of  January  24,  1881,  contains  the  last. 
Both  pieces  are  worth  owning  for  these  passages  alone... 
Four  of  the  sixteen  catalogs  contain  line  drawings.  The 
only  Harzfeld  “plates”  derive  from  his  sale  of  April  9,  1 880, 
where  collectors  could  write  in  for  photographs  of  two  rare 
Confederate  notes  (15  cents  for  one,  25  cents  the  pair). 
Another  occasional  feature  is  special  editions  of  twenty- 
five  copies  on  heavily  tinted  paper.  These  special  editions 
were  printed  for  at  least  three  sales  (thirteen,  fourteen 


and  fifteen)  and  possibly  more;  because  they  were  so  poorly 
promoted  at  the  time,  the  number  now  extant  must  range 
from  small  to  infinitesimal  “.-United  States  Numismatic 
Literature,  Volume  One-John  W.  Adams.

Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania.  Moved  to  Philadelphia  in 
1818  to  learn  piano  making  and  was  employed  in  that 
field  until  1869.  Married  twice  with  6 children. 
Mickley  began  to  collect  cents  with  a search  for  one  from 
his  birth  year.  He  is  sometimes  called  “The  father  of 
American  numismatics”.  On  April  13,  1867,  he  lost 
$16,000  ivorth  of  coins  in  a burglary.  His  remaining 
collection  was  consigned  for  sale  by  Woodward  October 
28  to  November  2,  1867.  It  included  an  1804  dollar 
purchased  by  Lillieiidahl  for  $750.  At  the  time  that  was 
believed  to  set  a price  record  for  a single  coin.  Mickley 
had  obtained  the  coin  from  a bank  teller  who  had  re- 
ceived the  coin  as  a deposit. 

Mickley  wrote  a pamphlet  Dates  of  United  States  Coins 
and  Their  Degree  of  Rarity.  Mickley  purchased  discarded 
coin  dies  sold  by  the  mint  as  scrap  metal.  He  collaborated 
with  Cogan  to  produce  restrikes  of  cents  of  1804  and  1823. 
They  also  produced  a small  number  of  restrike  cents  of 
1810.  This  is  believed  to  have  occurred  about  1868  or 
1869.  The  cent  dies  were  sold  to  Montroville  Dickeson 
and  later  Captain  Haseltine.  He  was  an  honorary  mem- 
ber of  the  Boston  Numismatic  Society  and  the  ANS.  He 
died  in  Philadelphia  at  the  home  of  his  doctor. 

An  auction  of  remnants  from  the  collection  was  conducted 
by  Mason  November  5-6,  1878  (see  offered  below).  A 
group  of  about  20  coin  dies  was  cataloged  for  sale  but 
were  confiscated  prior  to  the  sale.  An  investigation  pro- 
duced strong  evidence  that  dies  for  the  Adams  medal 
were  legitimately  sold  to  Mickley  through  the  Eckfeldt 
family.  It  was  reported  that  the  government  paid  the  es- 
tate for  the  estimated  fair  value  of  the  dies  that  were 
confiscated.  Two  more  groups  of  remainders  were  sold 
at  auction  by  Haseltine  in  1879  (see  offered  below)  and 
Woodward  in  1883  (see  offered  below). 

Mickley  was  the  subject  of  several  medals.  One  dated  1867 
has  Mickley  on  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  legend  Presi- 
dent of  the  Numismatic  and  Antiquarian  Society  of  Phila-

“The  first  major  Fractional  collection  began  concurrently 
with  the  issuance  of  the  series.  Thottuis  Cunningham,  a 
personal  friend  of  F.E.  Spinner,  collected  the  series  as  it 
was  issued.  His  pioneering  catalog  listing  of  the  subject, 
though  now  seemingly  primitive,  was  published  in  the 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics  and  was  a tremerulous 
step  forward  for  the  period.  Prior  to  this  (in  the  late  1 870’s 

6 1880’s)  auction  catalogs  rarely,  if  ever,  listed  surcharge 
or  paper  varieties,  and  essays,  experirnentaLs  and  errors 
were  unheard  of.  Around  1880  collectors  & dealers  began 
noticing  these  varieties,  and  in  1893  Edouard  Frossard 
sold  at  fixed  prices  the  collection  of  experimental  pieces 
formed  by  Spencer  M.  Clark.  This  began  a golden  decade 
for  Fractional  collectors  culminating  with  the  Chapman 
sales  of  the  Monroe  J.  Friedman  collection  in  1903  & the 


Charles  Wilcox  collection  in  1904.  These  two  sales  com- 
bined had  virtually  every  Fractional  variety  known  to  this 
day  (1981),  the  vast  majority  of  the  material  going  indi- 
rectly to  form  the  fabulous  collection  of  F.C.C.  Boyd,  and 
remaining  together  to  this  day. 

After  this  Fractional  lay  dormant  for  several  decades.  Im- 
portant sales  such  as  the  Chapman  sales  of  the  Steigerwalt 
& Brown  collections  and  various  sales  of  Hesslein,  Mehl, 
Bluestone  and  other  major  dealers  did  take  place,  but  they 
were  important  for  the  occasional  appearances  of  some 
obscure  variety  rather  than  for  their  completeness.  In 
marked  contrast  to  the  relatively  minor  sales  of  this  pe- 
riod was  the  publishing  of  the  Valentine  reference  book  in 
1924  and  the  Limpert  books  in  1947.  The  Valentine  work 
remained  the  sole  authority  on  experimental  and  essays 
for  over  50  years,  until  NASCA  published  Milton 
Friedberg’s  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Fractional  & 
Postal  Currency  a few  years  ago. 

It  wasn’t  until  the  late  1950’s  that  important  collections 
once  again  appeared  at  auction.  Abe  Kosoff’s  1958  ANA 
sale  of  the  Maurice  M.  Burgett  collection  broke  the  ice 
(See  Lot  #42),  presenting  a nearly  complete  regular  issue 
collection  and  important  experimentals  and  errors.  The 
special  post-sale  illustrated  catalog  of  just  the  Fractional  is 
still  avidly  sought  by  collectors.  In  1963  Lester  Merkin’s 
fixed  price  list  attracted  attention  as  the  largest  offering  of 
experimentals  in  decades  (See  Lot  1041).  In  1967 
Robert  Siegel  sold  the  Josiah  Lilly  collection,  formed  qui- 
etly over  many  years  by  Stack’s(Lot  603).  Subsequent  sales 
leaving  their  mark  on  the  field  include  the  Rothert  sale 
(Bowers  & Ruddy,  1973,  See  Lot  49),  the  Herman  Sale 
(Lester  Merkin,  1974,  the  Sayer  collection  (NASCA, 
1978,  the  Somerset  sale  (Len  Glazer,  1980,  See  Lot  58), 
and  the  New  York  ‘80  sale  (NASCA,  1980,  See  the 
following  lot  #552). 

Only  with  an  overview  of  the  sales  of  the  last  few  decades 
can  the  importance  of  the  Rockholt  collection  be  appreci- 
ated. “Rocky”  formed  his  collection  quietly  and  privately 
over  many  years  without  purchasing  notes  from  any  of  the 
above  sales.  Yet,  he  ivas  able  to  form  the  most  complete 
collection  of  regular  notes  ever  sold  publicly.  His  collection 
of  essays  surpasses  any  seen  since  1904.  His  error  collec- 
tion, while  certainly  not  complete,  rivals  the  Lilly  collec- 
tion and  even  the  Burgett  collection  in  importance”.
